There are signs of a cheering character 
in that direction. The “Act to enforce the 
15th Amendment” is producing great alarm 
there. The idea of dragging an offender,

Darton, Ga., June 9, 1870. 

Editors Constitution: The supper given 
by the citizens of Dalton to the officers of 
the Selma, Rome and Dalton Railroad came 
off last night at the Tibbs House.
